SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The computer image file entitled Mlissa05.jpg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes. The image depicts a naked young girl lying on a bed 
which contains a number of white pillows and small brown stuffed toys. The girl is 
occupied in pulling her nipples so that her breasts are stretched upward. One of her 
legs is off the bed while the other is bent at the knee. This positioning draws attention 
to her genitals. The image has an Internet site address printed across the lower edge 
which is called “Barely Legal”. The combination of the girl’s pose where she appears 
preoccupied with her own sexual pleasure and the words across the image reinforce 
the notion of the girl’s sexual availability. 

The publication falls under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, and is therefore deemed objectionable. The provisions of s3(2) 
are inconsistent with, and override the right, to freedom of expression contained in the 
New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
